RAILWAY FIRE PROTECTION 


Companies Now Eneriitic in Protec: 
tive , ere” Slash Re- 
Many Fircs

nee with the requirements of the 
beard, and a far greater degree of ¢ - 

ration between, the varicus 
ncies interested in fire prevention. 
particular, the railways are co 
operating with the fire protective or- 
ganizations of the Dominion and pro- 
vincial govarnments, The situation 
has also been greatly improved by 
the increase, in number and strength, 
of lumberinen’s cooperative fire pro: 
tective associations, of whieh there 
are now two in the province of 
Quebec, protecting a total of near- 
ly 14,000,000 acres. 

In the past railways have always 
Leen regarded as one of the  prin- 
cipal causes of forest fire destructicn. 
This situation ic now being rapidly 
changed, due to the increasing care 
given this matter under the require- 
ments of the railway commission. 
The fire hazard is being reduced by 
the expenditure of large sums by rail- 
way companies in dispesing of inflam- 
mable debris on rights of way. Great 
care is taken to keep the spark ar- 
resters on locomotives in good order. 
Through the more dangerous’ sec- 
tions, speciai fire patrols are mein- 
tained, and everywhere railway em- 
ployees have received special instruc- 
tions regarding the reporting and ex- 
tinguishin® of fires in the vicinity of 
the track. 

Reports received by the chief fire 
inspector of th. board indicate that, 
to a very much greater extent than 
in previous year, the fires in the vicin- 
ity of the railways have been ade- 
quately handled by the railway em- 
ployees and that most of the serious 
tires reported es occurring in May or- 
iginated at a aistance from the rail- 
ways, frequently as a result of set- 
tiers’ slash-ourning operations.—C. L. 
in Conservation, 


Reducing Strength of Permanent Units 

The present strength of two units 
of the permanent force, the engineer 
corps and army service corps, is to be 
reduced by the minister of militia. 
The numbers cf beth units as at pre- 
sent constituted- are considered too 
great and Colonel Sam Hughes in- 
tends to reduce them to a workable 
size. The Canadian army service 
corps is now one-third as great aum- 
erically as that for the whole Brit- 
ish army, in spite of the great dia- 
parity of the Canadian and British 
forces.

Neglected Opportunities in Pacific 
Coast Fisheries—Openings in 
Canning Industry * 


fisheries business has made rapid 
progress in British Columbia in re- 


of the most important branches of in- 
dustry in the province, there are still 
excellent opportunities for building 
up a profitabe trade in canning cer- 
tain kinds of £sh. It is the opinion 
of those who are familiar with condi- 
tions that scarcely a nning has 
been made in co lly exploit- 
ing the many varieties of fish which 
abound in these waters. Vast snoals 
of herring run for months every year 
in the hundreds of bays and inlets 
along the thvusand miles of British 
Columbia's sheltered seacoast. They 
teem in shoals in Nanaimo, Pender 
and Prince Ruvert arbors, Quatsine 
Sound, and men, other harbors and 
bays, from the Freser river to the 
Alaskan boundary, very year thous- 
ands of tons of herring are swept 
in by the tides to be left strandei 
and dying on th: shores of a hundred 
bays. ‘Phis is a great waste cf mater- 
jal and opportunity which does not 
seem to havo been taken into account 
by those who are interested in the 
fisheries industry 


The interest in the British Colum=> 


bia fishing ‘:.dustry has so far been 
centred almose entirely in salmon 
packing, and there is no lack of capi- 
tal and enterprise in that particular 
branch, which bas been exploited to 
the neglect cf other important fea- 
tures of the business. The season of 
the salmon rur. is short, and the can- 
neries are clused down during most of 
the year, while herring can be taken 
all the ear round along the entire 


lcoast, although the heavy run is dur

DISPLAYING WHALE BONES 
Dominion Fisheries Are Preparing a 
Skeleton of Animal Forty-five 
Feet Long 
In a yari at the corner of Queen 
and O'Connor streets in Ottawa there 
is the most remarkable looking wash 
hanging out on @ clothes-line that 
the capital ever saw, it consists of 
the bones of a whale. Nearby ace 
the huge fins called by whalers, the

The yard adjoins the building of the 
Dominion fisheries exhibit, the whale 
lately disported itself in the waters of 
the North Atlantic.

| MUSIC FROM SKULL, | 


‘Marvellous Egyptian Instrument a 
Discovered at Sais. 


A collection of the musical instru- 
ments of the Pharaohs has been dis- 
covered in the ruins of the Temple 
of Sais, in Egypt. 

Among many other interesting 
archaeological discoveries was found 
a burial chamber of the musical cele- 
brities of that era. It is located in! 
the southwest corner of the imposing | 
structure, which surpasses in its 
grandeur and architectural skill the 
greatest cathedrals of to-day. 

Here, in one of the catacombs, sup- 
posed to be from the time of the 
Third Dynasty, was a huge casket 
of stone, and within it a collection of 
the most unusual musical instru- 
ments. 

It contained also a papyrus, which 
Dr. Schliemann believes to be a pe- 
cullar kind of Egyptian musical writ- 
ing unknown to us. The hieroglyphic 
inscription on the sarcophagus says 
that the musical instruments belong- 
ed to the orchestra of the Temple 
of Sais, and were used for the crown. 
ing celebration of Pharaoh Amenem- 
hat I. 7 

A very strange custom prevailed 
in Egypt that every prima donna and 
ballerina was obliged to die at the 
moment of her greatest inspiration, 
unless she resigned as an artist and 
took another vocation, It, therefore, 
usually happened that great singers, 
dancers, and musicians dropped dead 
while they received the greatest 
cheers and ovations from the audi- 
ence. 

Most of the instruments of an old 
Egyptian orchestra were of wood and 
porcelain, There is only one horn of 
brass-like metal. The strings of 
their harps prove to be made of a 
BS absolutely unknown to-day. It 


is exceedingly thin and strong, and 
has almost the appearance of a silver 
wire. But then, again, there are 
strings which our chemical experts 
have declared to have been spun 
from human hair. Thus the strings 
of the highest notes of an Egyptian | 
violin are made of exceedingly long 
hair taken from some beauty of that 
age. An orchestra of sixty-five in- 
struments and a chorus of eighty 
singers were required to perform the 
majestic anthem of the Sun. 

The instrument that seems to fig- 
ure as the most important piece of 
the orchestra produces a_ hollow 
monotonous tone of haunting effect. 

This instrument is made out of a 
bleached human skull, the cavity of 
which is made like an artificial 
throat of some supernatural monster, 
It is evident that this instrument 

produced a register of innumerable 
sounds.

Another Egyptian peculiarity un- 
known to our modern music is the 
use of an animal chorus and anima 
sotos in a symphony concert. But 
this was highly developed by the 
Egyptians. The hieroglyph found on 
the sarcophagus with the instrumeats 
sets forth that there were certain 
cantatas and ballet scores in which 
trained elephants, nightingales, dogs, 
roosters, owls and singing ibises were 
used. ° 


A Cotton Fire. 


Apropos the cotton fires a Bombay 
paper has been at pains to unearth 
the first newspaper report of such oc- 
currences in Bombay. The report 
was found in The Bombay Sa- 
machar of 19th May, 1823, and this 
is how it reads: ‘‘His Excellency the 
Governor himself and other officials 
personally assisted in removing bales 
from the burning stacks. As His Ex- 
cellency personally made efforts the 
fire could not spread. Had there been 
in Bombay on such an occasion a Mo- 
gul or a Maratha as Governor, he 
would not have even heard of the fire 
till after the whole town was destroy- 
ed; and supposing he was informed 
and he had sent the military, the fire 
would have continued its work of de- 
vastation and the military its work of 
pillage. The damage done does not 
affect one single individual, but sev- 
eral merchants have been involved, 
and the rumor of numbers of persons 
being burnt or killed otherwise is, 
by the Grace of God, found to be un- 
true.”

William Louts Scott Active In Be- 
half of Neglected Little Ones. 

Mr. William Louis Scott, who dur- 
ing the recent session of the Domin- 
fon Parliament produced somewhat 
of a sensation in society circles by 
drawing the attention of a select par- 
lamentary committee to the grow- 
in, practice of cigarette smoking by 
society women ard girls, is one of 
the foremost workers in the direc- 
tion of social and moral reform in 
Ottawa at least, and probably in 
Canada. He is a.gon of the late Sir 
Richard Scott, saifone a conspicuous 
figrre in the public’ life of Canada, 
who died last year. It will be re- 
membered that Sir Richard Scott 
was himself a most pronounced tee- 
totaler, father of the Scott Act in 
fact, and held the opinion that the 
use not only of liquor, but of tobacco 
was injurious to the human race. 
Mr. Scott is and has been for many 
years president of the Ottawa Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society and has done ef- 
fective work in that capacity. He 
has acted as a delegate from the 
organization in question to the In- 
ternational Convention of Charities, 
the Council of Women, etc. He has 
recommended and actually carried 
out many reforms in connection with 
the work of the society and has been 
a volumimous contributor to the legal 
and religious press on charitable 
and sociological problems. He was 
ono of those mainly instrumental in 
securing the establishment of Ju- 
venile Courts in Canada and he ts 
now interested in the effort to secure 
the complete separation of the Ju- 
venile Court from the Police Court 
in Ottawa. 

At present the forms used in the 
Juvenile Court are those in use in 
the Police Court, though Mr. Scott 
maintains that these are unsuitable 
for the Juvenile Court. The pro- 
cedure in court is the same as that 
followed in the case of adults. The 
child is ‘arraigned’? and must 
“plead” in formal language, which 
Mr. Scott maintains is quite unin- 
telligible to the ordinary child. In a 
proper Juvenile Court, as Mr. Scott 
would have it, this formal proce- 
dure would be dispensed with, and 
instead the child would be treated 
as a child and the facts got at much 
as a father would get them from his 
own son. Mr. Scott is one of the 
best known members of the Ottawa 
Bar and has been in the profession 
many years. He has been local mas- 
ter and deputy registrar of the Su- 
preme Court of Judicature for On- 
tario, and local master of titles un- 
dec the Torrens Act for the City of 
Ottawa. He is the legal counsel of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway at the 
erpital, having succeeded his broth- 
er, Mr. D’Arcy Scott, appointed to 
the Dominion Railway Board. Mr. 
Scott is identified with numerous in- 
stitutions at the capital. Mr. Scott 
was born at Ottawa, and educated at 
Ottawa University and Toronto Uni- 
versity. Mrs. Scott was the second 
daughter of Hon. W. W. Sullivan, 
sue justice of Prince Edward Is- 
and.

In the world of art the opinion of 
Mr. E. Rimbault Dibdin, curator of 
the Walker Art Gallery, Liverpool, 
England, counts for a good deal, for 
he is in the front rank of art critics. 
Mr. Dibdin gives high praise to Cana- 
dian ideals in art, and to the work of 
Canadian artists. 

“The most striking feature of 
C .nadian art,” he says, ‘‘is a sincere 
observation and love of nature. Can- 
adian artists aim high, and while the 
very eminence of their ideals ren- 
ders their task difficult, their work 
impresses me by its earnestness and 
idealism.” 

On his visit to Canada he was sur- 
prised to find how rich Montreal was 
in private collections of paintings, 
and to note the fine sense of discrim- 
ination of the owners. In Toronto, 
too, he found .2markably good col- 
lections.

THAT ROLLER BOAT. 
Knapp'’s 


Strange Craft Still Lies In 
Toronto Harbor, 


When the contractors for the To- 
,ronto Board of Harbor Commission- 
ers commence work along the water- 
front they will be called upon to re- 
move the wreck of the queerest craft 
that ever sailed upon the surface of 
the Great Lakes. This hulk is the 
physical remains of the Knapp roller 
boat, a marine construction that at- 
tracted the attention of the scientific 
press in the year 1897. 

On August 19th, 1896, there was 
launched from the Cail dockyards, 
on the River Seine in France, the 
Ernest Bazin roller boat. For 
months the press had been keenly in- 
terested in this craft, and much was 
expected of it. It was to possess 
great speed, to have great stability, 
and to be an economical type of 
vessel to construct, operate and 
maintain. : 

Six great hollow iron rollers were 
to allow the ship to roll on the sur- 
face of the water. Each roller was 
equipped with blades and a small 
steam engine, and in addition a 
powerful screw propeller stretched 
out behind the boat. 

A keenly interested crowd gather- 
ed on the banks of that historic river 
to witness the tryout, and amidst 
hearty cheers the roller boat was 
towed to mid-stream and started. 

Instead of frisking over the river 
surface the rollers churned up the 
water and sank deeper as additional 
power was applied. A few seconds 
of this proved to the onlookers that 
the experiment had failed, and after 
the press had explained to their 
own satisfaction the reasons for the 
failure the matter dropped from pub- 
lic view for a time. 

In the early winter of 1897 the 
Canadian press announced that the 
riddle of the roller boat had been 
solved. A Mr. Knapp handed out the 
result of his investigations, and de- 
clared that if the six rollers of the 
Brazin boat had been united in one, 
anc the screw propeller dispensed 
with, all the claims made for the 
French model could be demonstrated. 

Early in the spring of 1897 the 
Polson Shipyards commenced work 
or the new modgl, and on the 21st 
of October in the same year it was 
ready for its maiden trip.

Feeding the Farm Horse 

Too many farmers are inclined .o 
feed the horses as they would cattle. 
They forget that the horse has only 
one stomach, and that somewhat 
smaller in porportion than man’s. His 
stomach cannot be made to hold 
bulky food, or sufficient to sustain it 
for a long period, and hence the food 
should be more or less concentrated 
and be fed at comparatively short in- 
tervals. Too much hay should not be 
fed during working hours, and only 
hay of good quality should be fed at 
any time. During the working per- 
iod, the diet of the horse should be 
easily digested for the hours of rest 
are short and the digestion should! 
be well finished before hard labor is! 
imposed. Consequently, most of the 
hay should be fed at night. The most 
natural food for the horse during 
working hours is oats, while it may 
be said that oats and timothy, or sim- 
ilar hay, forms a well-balanced diet. 

The matter of water is also of as 
much importance to the work horse 
as it is to the driver. Yet he drinks 
often, while his team may go from 
morn to noon without it. If it is not 
convenient to allow the horses water 
at intervals during the day, particu- 
lar attention should be given, that 
what they do get, does not inter- 
fere with their feeding. In the morn- 
ing the horses should be watered be- 
fore feeding them, then given’ the 
roughage and follow this with the 
grain ration. The same course, if fol- 
followed at noon and night, will be 
found to give the best satisfaction. 
Use the horse much as you would a 
lLuman being and the treatment will 
not be much astray.

Certain of the Chinese in the intet- 
ior districts adjacent to Amoy employ 
a somewhat unusual method for 
hatching both hens’ and ducks’ eggs. 
The breeder first takes a quantity
